Phil Charvat, who had to cancel last month, is 
back with an updated analysis of the numismatic mar- 
ket. 

Bill Kamb has been collecting Newfoundland 
coins and tokens for 40 years but recently has redis- 
covered collecting coins from circulation. Last year he 
talked about his experience with nickels and this year 
he will talk about pennies. 


It all started four years ago when his grandson, 
who lives in Atlanta, thought he might be interested in 
coin collecting. When Bill went for a visit he brought 
some Whitman penny and nickel folders and got some 
rolls of each at a bank for them to search. Back home, 
Bill continued searching and went back and forth from 
pennies to nickels but then decided to concentrate 
on nickels. Occasionally, he would send his findings 
to his daughter, who would mix the coins into her 
change for his grandson to find. 


After completing the Jefferson nickel set in 15 
months, Bill switched back to pennies and will talk 
about what he’s found so far, conducting an interesting 
show & tell. You will be amazed at what you can find. 
By the way, his grandson lost interest in coins when 
he discovered sports.

TREASURER’S REPORT (Jim Huffman): Per Jim, 


as of 3/1/23, the starting bank balance was $44,583.68. 


After depositing $244 (membership) & issuing checks 
of $58.04 to Dan Carroll (business cards) and $94.96 
to Gerry Tebben (postage/copies) the ending bank 
balance as of 3/31/23 came to $44,674.68. Petty cash 
had a starting amount of $225.40. After increases of

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This Red Book sits on the back counter of my credit union 


I have been using the same credit union for a number of years now. I’m in the habit of ask- 
ing if they have taken in any unusual coins. Ginny, the office manager, and I were talking one 
day when she mentioned her father was in a coin club in Chicago; she had attended a few 
shows growing up. She asked if I could help her identify a coin she had. She would bring it in 
and let me examine it. A time later she handed me an object that reminded me of a lead sinker. 
She allowed me to take it with me. I was puzzled by the piece; I brought it with me to the next 
CONA meeting to get opinions. I only had to show it to Geoff; he identified it immediately as a 
Kingdom of Siam bullet coin, maybe a baht. I was able to learn a bit more about the piece and 
reported back to Ginny. 


Fast forward several months. I went into the credit union, and Ginny told me a customer had 
brought in a bunch of silver coins and wanted to deposit them. The tellers tried to explain that 
the coins were worth more than face value. The customer only wanted to deposit them, so they 
took the deposit. The tellers had divided them up. I offered to take them to Dan’s monthly show 
in Hilliard and sell them for a few of the tellers. I sold maybe $8 or $9 face value. I was able to 
get them a competitive price for the coins. 


I would encourage us as numismatists to develop a relationship with our financial institutions 
and talk with the tellers. | have given several old Red Books to different institutions along with 
my business card and the offer to look over anything they take in over the counter.
